Local Business Men Meet 

Re Debt Adjustment Act 


At a meeting of the business men 
of Vulcan, held at the municipal of¬ 
fice on Tuesday night, the following 
recommendations and resolutions 
were passeyl regarding the operation 
of the Debt Adjustment Act. 

1,, This meeting of the business 
men of Vulcan and district supports 
the principle of the Debt Adjustment 
act whereby the farmer who is finan¬ 
cially involved and unable to meet 
his liabilities may seek the protection 
to make an equitable division of the 
annual proceeds of his farming oper¬ 
ations. 

2. That whereas it is common know¬ 
ledge that in the .past some farmers 
have not made a true report of their 
crops and other proceeds to the Debt 
Adjustment Board, and wllereas it is 
impossible without incurring consid¬ 
erable expense for the Hoard to prop 
erly supervise the individual needs 
and circumstances of the farmer, it 
is hereby resolved: 

3. That a local volun tary commit¬ 
tee of the business men of each dis¬ 
trict be formed to report on and ad¬ 
vise the director in each and every 
case in their district, to assist in pro 
viding the necessary credits accord¬ 
ing to the actual needs and merits of 
each, individual case. 


4. That such -|ocal committee 

shall nominate to the director,'a local 
supervisor whoso duty it Shall be to I 
inspect and report to the local com¬ 
mittee from time to time on thd indi¬ 
vidual cases under his jurisdiction, to 
see that all grain ik threshed as pro¬ 
vided by the act, the seed and 

feed which may be allowed for the 
ensuing year. That the remunera¬ 
tion of such supervisor shall lie set 
by the local committee and lie charge 
able out of the disbursements receiv¬ 
ed on account of debtor or debtors. . 

5. That the statements of assets 
and liabilities by the Debt Adjust¬ 
ment Hoard to the various creditors 
should be more closely checked and 
an independent valuation of debtors’ 
assets and liabilities made. 

6. That every creditor should 
each year b° furnished with an item¬ 
ized statement by the Debt Adjust¬ 
ment Board, of the receipts and dis¬ 
bursements of each individual dolilor - 

7. That advertising the Debt Ad¬ 
justment act in the public press by 
the provincial government, as was 
recently done at public expense, be 
discontinued.

Canadians 

were apparently neveF oppressed with fear of losing a 
job or of being without work. Young people leaped reck¬ 
lessly into marriage, without a stake but also without 
forebodings. They- felt secure that, gfvcn reasonable 
health, they would get along. People bought what they 
needed or wanted, on time, with full confidftrce i n the fu¬ 
ture. Nowhere was there apprehension or poverty or any 
reason for fear. 

Today in Canada, this attitude to life is no longer no¬ 
ticeable. In fact great numbers of people are fear ridden. 
Some have reason, other merely fear that some time they 
will have to face fear. They borrow trouble, and the op¬ 
timism which dominated the country two years ago, is re¬ 
placed by a pessimism which may or may not be justified, 
but which is nevertheless extremely unhealthy. The in¬ 
fection has spread from those who actually are out of 
work, to those who are quite as well off and a.s secure as 
they ever were. 

It is this attitude of mind, which is going to make econ 
omic recovery difficult. Iiabson, probably the most prom 
inent statistician in United States, ds^ convincingly sure 
that good times are immediately ahead. While no one dare 
say that he is infallible, yet his predictions of the 1929 
collapse were made, a considerable time before they hap¬ 
pened. His sources of information are collected from no 
one industry or no one area, but are nation wide. And 
his charts reveal a stir in industry here and there that 
points to a lifting of the shadows. If American prosper¬ 
ity is returning, though never so slowly, the same condi¬ 
tion is likely td be experienced in Canada. 

The relief program of public works wiucn is being pre¬ 
pared, ensures thousands of workmen of steady pay, 
which though small, will be in constant circulation. It 
will increase buying power throughout the Dominion. 
Though a temporary measure, it may give just that neces 
sary impetus that will carry the working world ahead. It

With the harvest season at its height there has devel¬ 
oped a difficulty in securing labor. This seems incredible 
in view of the fact that men are still on reilef lists in the 
city. It Is nevertheless true that numbers of these have 
refused to go out on threshing work and are taking an 
attitude that is bringing them into serious disrepute. 

Locally, it has been difficult during the last ten days to 
pick up a man. One instance is told of a man—and not 
so much of a man at that—being offered $2.50 to go 
threshing. But he replied that.work seemed to be looking 
for him that day, and that he wouht just hold off for a 
higher bidder. 

It is incidents such as this, which antagonize the far¬ 
mer. When he pays a $2.00 wage to an outfit, he pays 
every, cent that he can afford and possibly more than he 
can afford. And any labour worth while realizes this, 
and is glad of the chance of such a wage. 

Those who have really wanted work have probably been 
those who went stooking the first day of harvest at $1.00 
or $1.50 a day and have since joined up with threshing 
outfits. The remnants still accepting relief, when they 
could get work, are the ones who do not deserve relief. 

After all, it is the taxpayer who will ultimately pay all

In considering the matter from the standpoint of the 
laborer, it is said that rumors have been widespread 
amongst the jungles and relief camps, that the farmers 
are so protected by the government that they do not need 
to pay any debts, wages included. While this is a silly 
rumor, yet it may have found some believers. It is also 
quite unreasonable of any farmer to expect to get labor 
for 25 or 50 cents a day, as has been the case. Anyone 
realizes that harvesting is hard on clothes, necessitating 
an outlay for boots, overalls, shirts and possibly blankets 
and in many cases, a man may \york for several days be¬ 
fore he has begun to make anything for himself. 

Blit when laborers flatly refuse to go out for a wage 
of $1.50 or $2.00, that is a very useful tip both for gov¬ 
ernments and municipalities. These men should be re¬ 
fused relief at present, and when later in the year, appli¬ 
cants are signing on for the various emergency works, 
these merFshould be given their chance only after those 
who have gone into the harvest field have been looked 
after.

A woman Parliamentarian of the calibre of Agnes Mc- 
Phail very often views national situations from an angle 
which does not apparently strike the masculine members 
as so important. Her speech, following the Beauhamois 
exposures, as taken from Hansard, touches one phase of 
the scandal which has occurred to many, but which has 
not been sufficiently emphasized. She says: 

“There is nothing quite so nauseating to the people of 
Canada, nothing that arouses a rebelllious spirit so strong 
ly as the fact that when they are striving to remain hon¬ 
est and cheerful and hard-working, at the same time see 
a bunch of rogues making off with wealth that really be¬ 
longs to the nation. Unless something definite is done to 
curb these'so-called financiers and the senators who got 
some of the money through their supposed political value, 
then as a former teacher and as a woman I would ask: 
What are we going to teach the children of Canada? 
What is the use of saying to the boys and girls in our 
public schools: ‘We must have high ideals, we must be 
honest and hard-working, we must respect our institu¬ 
tions, we must look up to our public men and have confi¬ 
dence in them,’ it such men are to be allowed to remain 
in the parliament of Canada? Here are three senators 
who appeared before the Beauharnois committee, and I 
suppose they will continue to bear the prefix ‘honorable.’ 

“When one surveys the great fortunes which have been 
made in this country—and the fact is that great fortunes 
are being made in Canada—one traces them, always, to 
the natural resources.

If a hungry person 
takes a loaf of bread or a bag of potatoes, or some other 
thing of practically no monetary value, he is sent to jail.

Tremendous interest has been cre¬ 
ated in Saskatchewan in the strip 
method of farming, such as was in¬ 
troduced in the Monarch district 
some ten years ago by the Koole 
brothers and others of the Dutch 
settlement there with great success. 
In the Monarch country there are 
now some four townships farmed al¬ 
most wholly by the alternate crop 
and summerfallow strip method, and 
they are being fanned very success¬ 
fully. It is a credit to the men of 
that district who have worked out 
their own salvation against the ser¬ 
ious drifting which almost made a 
desert out of that area in the dry 
years from 1918 to 1922. 

Now the people of the Kegina 
plains, where drifting has caused 
tremendous loss the past couple of 
years and where it is a menace to 
permanent Agriculture, are making 
enquiries about the strip method. 


“Alberta coal and Western agricul¬ 
ture go hand in hand.” This is the 
caption of an interesting quarter 
page advertisement being published 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan daily 
papers by the Alberta domestic coal 
operators. 

It is said to be the first chapter of 
a sustained campaign to induce peo¬ 
ple of these two province to use fuel 
from Alberta.

One of the most talked of regions 
in Alberta today, according to a cor¬ 
respondent in the Lethbridge Herald 
is United Irrigation district which is 
part of the Cardston area.

TRUCK TAX 


Gninor’s Transit Limited of Cal¬ 
gary, thorugh A. II. Mackay, presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Motor' Associa¬ 
tion, has agreed to pay, under pro¬ 
test, the city license of $40 demand¬ 
ed by the City of Drumheller for the 
privilege of operating trucks within 
the municipal boundaries. In asking 
for an adjournment & the case 
brought against the company in ques 
tion under city by laws, Chief Con¬ 
stable John Duncan told Magistrate 
L. O’Connor that he would withdraw 
the prosecution immediately the 
cheque was forthcoming. 

The case developed out of a by¬ 
law recently enacted which calls for 
licenses for all motor vehicles oper¬ 
ating within the municipal limits. 
The company in question which oper¬ 
ates a truck-service between Calgary 
and Drumheller claimed that as their 
trucks were licensed to drive over 
provincial highways, a second license 
for the city itself could not he col¬ 
lected. City Solicitor C. A. Edwards, 
differed, claiming that as the com¬ 
pany, made deliveries to individual 
stores instead of carrying godds To a 
central warehouse for . distribution, 
they came under the provisions, of 
the by-law.
